A CLARIFICATION 


At the Board meeting, the use of the Memo- 
rial Club Call W6LGW on the WROACP repeater was 
discussed. This is because the ACP call expired 
in early October and the present FCC policy is 
not to reissue special repeater calls. This dis- 
cussion resulted from a request put before the 
Board of Directors both at the October and No- 
vember meetings (see previous CARRIER minutes) 
by Bob Richter and Wendell Peterson, owners of 
a repeater on Mt. Diablo. This is not a club 
but a privately owned system. 

On both occasions the Board of Directors 
Opposed the use of the club calls (W6CX in Oc- 
tober and W6LGW in November) on the basis that 
such use of a club call was inappropriate for a 
privately owned repeater over which the Club 
could not exercise jurisdiction or operational 
responsibility. Additionally, in the case of the 
W6CX call, the trustee also would not concur 
with the use of that license for any repeater 
operation. The trustee of the W6LGW call did 
however agree to the use of that license. This 
is his prerogative as the legally responsible 
person. 


To avoid any longer article, the undersigned] 


oppose the use of any club call as a private 
repeater for the following reasons: 
(1) There is no valid reason for such usage. 
(2) The Club has responsibility for licenses 
issued to it through its trustee and through 
applicable rules. No such rules exist nor are 
appropriate to a privately owned system. 


(3) MDARC has a club-sponsored repeater sys- _ 


tem operating under the Rocky Ridge Repeater 
Group, duly licensed and regulated by the group. 
(4) A need for a second club-sanctioned 
repeater using club calls on the same frequency 
is not warranted. |

reasoning that led the Board of Directors to 
Oppose such usage at the two meetings referred 
to in the minutes.

REPEATER NEWS. 


Don't forget the repeater meeting on 
Monday November 20, 1978. At that time we will 
be voting for a new chairman, treasurer, steer- 
ing committee members for 1979. 

There has been a proposal for the phone on 
ARG to be linked with K6POU/RPT. I have stated 
my opposition to that in the last article. 
Their machine is a private machine. We are gra- 
ciously being allowed to use it now and then. 

In regard to phone patches on Repeaters, 
let me quote a recent FCC ruling regarding 
Radio Telephone Interconnections. Section 
97.79(d) states that the "licensee of an ama- 
teur radio station may permit any third party 
to participate in amateur radio communication 
from his station, provided that a control oper- 


ator is present and continuously monitors and 
Supervises the radio communication to insure 
compliance with the rules." 

It further stated: "The Commission noted 
that this clearly prohibited autopatching and 
reverse autopatching through automatically con- 
trolled repeater stations and required a con- 
trol operator to be on duty at all times dur- 


ing these operations. Furthermore, it is said, 
all calls not initiated at an amateur station 
had to be screened by the control operator 
before being placed on the air." 

- From the above it is clear that only re- | 
peaters that are controlled repeaters with a 
secondary operator are legal for patches. It 
looks like we might have to go to secondary 
control on ARG if we want to keep the patch on 
this machine. The article also made statements 
that have been heard before regarding only reg- 
istered devices could be connected directly to 
the telephone network with standard plugs and 
telephone-company-installed jacks. 

As you can see,there is a lot that we have 

to talk about. Everybody make this meeting at 
the Church on November 20,1978, and I promise 
you that we will get everything done very 
quickly so we do not miss our other pleasures.

Back before 1920 I was glad when I heard 
about 2... 7° e: because the practice of sending 
HA HA in code when something is supposed to be 
funny surely would be quite an awkward and 
stilted thing to do. It soon became apparent 
Hiei soe. 3 has a meaning that cannot be trans- 
lated into words. Nevertheless people tried to 
do it then and are still trying to do it. Saying 
or writing HI or HI HI just doesn't convey the 
right meaning. Even sending HE E like I hear 
some fast CW senders pause and do, isn't the 
same. H E E seems to mean "I think I said some- 
thing funny but maybe it isn't." However, 
whist Ting ss 65563 across the room in a suitable 
manner can approach the right connotation and, 
in general, correct usage of the signal is 
almost an art. 

Perhaps the slight shades of meaning and the 


Ut FRESeaF Fos. t. can best be illustrated by 


some examples showing how it is used. A number 
of years ago, when the Japanese amateurs were 
just beginning to get on the air a lot, a CW 
station in Japan laboriously sent CQ one night 
for about 3 minutes and then signed. Several 
stations replied with no result. He immediately 
sent CQ many times for another 3 minutes. More 
amateurs answered him this time, but he didn't 
come back to any of them. When he began to call 
CQ for the third time, amateurs all over the 


U.S. could be heard sending .... .. and how 


could the humor of such a situation be expressed 
and shared any other way? It could not have — 
been done using phone! 

Another example: I told my brothers W2CU 
and W3CU that my brother-in-law had been given 
a CB rig for his camper by one of his sons, and 
I was going to show him how to use it. But later 
when the time came to do this, and I turned on 
his CB rig, I backed down. The next day I told 
my brothers on CW that (with all my ham radio 
experience as W6CU and with my former experience 
as a commercial radio operator on the West Kader 
KOSL) I just had not been able to get up enough 
nerve to break in on all that CB lingo. What 
was the reply to this? They sent .... .. of 
course. 

There is something lighthearted about 
Beis ess and you almost have to be a CW operator 
to understand it. When an Oscar satellite flies 
high above the earth, free of all worldly cares 
and turmoil, one is tempted to quote parts of 
Shelley's poem TO A SKYLARK by saying "Hail to 
thee, blithe spirit! Bird thou never wert," etc. 
And whenever the satellite's beacon finishes 
sending its round of Morse. code telemetry data 
back to earth, it is indeed appropriate that 
the beacon say .... .. a couple of times - truly 
a joyous and triumphant signal.

How I Became a Ham 
By Jay Caldis WBOPUA 


The following is a real life drama of 
how I became interested in Amateur Radio and 
eventually obtained a license. 


One bright sunny day in the year of our 
Lord 1959 while trying to earn some money to 
feed my small family, a fellow worker was look- 
ing through a Knight Kit Catalog. After he was 
through, I picked up the catalog and began to 
look at all the strange items. Finally, my eye 
landed on a shortwave receiver kit for the 
*1#@$ awful price of $39. I thought it would be 
fun to listen to shortwave and decided that I 
couldn't build one but maybe I could buy an al- 
ready built one. But after I saw the price of 
the built receivers, the $39 did not look so 
bad. I went home and thought about how I would 
rob Peter to pay Knight Kit. I sent away for 
the kit and received it in about three weeks. 


With the purchase of a soldering iron, I 


proceeded to look at the instruction manual and 
all the parts. I kept wondering how miniature 
firecrackers and other funny-looking parts 
would make a radio work. I built the radio 
finally, and after wondering how I got those 
small parts in those tiny places, would it 
work, and had I wasted my money. 


I rari: on the switch and the dial lit up 
and I waited for the darn thing to explode. To 
my surprise, music poured forth from the broad- 
cast band, and the darned thing actually 
worked. With the loan of a signal generator 
and a volt-ohm meter, I carefully went through 
the alignment procedure. For many months I 
listened to shortwave which included hams. 


After a while, I decided that it was be- 
coming a bore to just listen and started to 
collect information on how to obtain an Amateur 
Radio License. I came into contact with Don 
Jensen K6VXM, who told me what to do to obtain 
a Novice License. I taught myself the code by 
sending into a tape recorder and then playing 
it back. I read all the books I could find on 
Amateur Radio Theory and finally Don Jensen 
gave me my Novice Test. I purchased a Knight 
Kit TR-60 transmitter and another very cheap 
Knight Kit Receiver and was ready to hit the 
air waves. 

I remember my first contact very clearly. 


I sent out a very shaky CQ on 40 meters and 
started to listen. Suddenly, I heard what. 
sounded like my call coming back to me. By 
this time my hand was shaking so badly I 
could hardly answer the call. The band was so 
crowded I wasn't sure what I was hearing, but 
finally after several back and forth questions 
determined I had made contact with Deercreek, 
Oregon. The receiver was very broad and the 
QRM so bad I did not make many contacts. 
Finally, I heard about a Navy Beam Filter to 
be used with earphones. This made things much 
better and for the next few months I enjoyed 
myself. I decided after a while that I wasn't 
going to increase my code speed much this way 
(I was up to about 10 WPM), so I went off the 
air and purchased a code record and with the 
help of Don Jensen, increased my speed to what 
I thought was enough to pass the code test. 
During the same time, I was still reading 
theory books every chance I could. 


One sunny Friday morning, I proceeded to 
the FCC office in San Francisco. There were 
about 15 applicants for ham licenses there 
that morning. The examiner kept talking about 
various things that I did not hear, but 
finally it was time to take the test. I re- 
member the code starting and my pencil moving 
across the paper, but I did not know what was 
being sent. After I had written several 
lines, I suddenly realized that maybe I had 
enough to pass the test. My hand started to 
shake, I could feel my blood pressure surging 
to my head and my hand started to shake so 
badly that I was wriing nothing but chicken 
scratches. I put my pencil down and felt I 
had blown the test. 


One by one, the examiner would send the 
applicants home to come back another day to 
try again. When it was my turn, he started 
to read my paper and I could tell when he 
reached the scratches. He stopped, looked at 
my paper again, and then informed me that. 


I had passed. 


The exhilaration I felt at that moment 
can only be felt by those who have experienced 
the same emotion. I passed the written and 
in a few weeks had my General License. On a 
later date, I returned and obtained my 
Advanced License. | 


I have never been sorry I first picked up 
that catalog. The Knight Kit Catalog has 
been dear to my heart ever since.
